General Comment and Perspective for Attainment 
of a ComprehensI ve Prepaid Health p I an for 

Ca I ỉ forn ỉ a 

The Commỉttee for Health in Callíornia (CHĨC) is an independent, non-partisan organi- 
sation ĩormed to conduct a contuming campaign to place a State consĩitutiõnal araendment on 
tha ballot and to use every other practidâl means to guarantee all necessary health care to 
all Californiens ragardless cf racẽ. creed, oolor or economic cìrcumstance a3 tnay are 
guaranteed free publlc education. If we hase "soclalixed education" today, then CHIC is 
advooating that wa alao have "socialixed raediclne". 

American medicine today ìs wa:*tefui, inadequate, unjust, unfairly distrituted, excess- 
lvaly expenaive and mora than occanionally lacking ỉn common humanlty. The fault lles not 
Kithany ìndividual, group or ìnstttution but rather Kith the present System of medicine 
Khích autcmatically encourages exploitation in the last area in whlch it should exist. 

Hinor »odificatlonă, auch as self-pollclng by the medical profession and voluntary health 
lnaurance hava proved grosaly xnadẽquate to ẽliminate the deflciencies. 

A coKplete and radical cnange obvioosly is necessary. The experxence of 59 countries 
around tha world has ahown uOnclusively that practtcalìy an/ System of n socìalized medicine” 
ia a vast lmprovement ovar the fee-for-service remedial System. There is little đoubt in 
the minds of ccmpetent observers thet the overwnelraing majonty of the people are ìn favor 
of auch a practlcal soiut lon to tnls urgent humar. neeđ. 

A "aocialiseo medỉclne" System íias nltherto oniy been considereỡ on a natlonal level, 
yet there la no perceptlble ìameiiato means of achieving lt nationally. Howover, a campaígn 
for lt on the State level, such as CHIC 18 propoalng, has deíinlte posslbilities for success 
and, regardleas of Khether lt succeeds or falla, Mouid at least causa major re-examination 
of the ldea in Mas rung ton ị KOuld protably ald the lmmedlate passage of sũch comparatively 
noderate aaaaurea such as the King-anderson Blll; and couid act as the nucleus of a nation- 
wlde ground swell to force Congress to glve all Ãmerl.ans s good comprehensivre prepald 
health plan. 

The re are teo ma in re a Sons Khy suca a System Shoold be considerea practical for the 
people of Callĩornie. Flrst. Callfornỉa, llãe all the other Ỉi9 States, is, right nov, 
aupporting a nuch Hi R£ expenslve fee sys*em that ls inadequate for the job. Second, Calif- 
fornlana have the advantage of the dlrẽct ìnltiacive method of legislatĩon Khereby iaws and 
even atate conatltutlonal anendnents can be put on the bailot and enacted direotly by popular 
vote. ĩhia method by-paasea the Leglslature and Ìts lobbles and pressure groups wlth the 
resultant ccaaalttee tlẽ-upa, comprumiso legislatlcn. crippllng améndments, atc. This method 
la probably tha anly me an 3 vhereby any adequate System of "socialiỉed raedicine h can be put 
lnto effect ln the íorseesble ĩuture.

ORGANIZằTIOMAL aspects 

This direct initiative method obviously takes a great deal of money and nanpower. Xo 
one organixation sympathetic to the idea has the necessary resources nor doea any one organ- 
ixatlon have proprietary rights over the idea. CHIC, therefore, haa been organiaed on an 
independent non-partisan basis to unite all sympathetic organiiátions and indiviriuala ao 
that together we can succeed where apart we căn only agitate. 

Since the resources that vrill be available cannot be estimated nott, CHIC haa been organ- 
lzed on a permanent basis tc use the initiatlve method when possible and any other aaans Ln 
the interim. (Other means available arat running candidates fơr Ta ri 0*03 ata 1 ■ OÍT. "n ■ 
prepaid health plan platĩorm; introducing such Laws in the Legislature; etc.) 

Since any initiative campaign that had significant results, even lf not IU.,..,, Mould 
definitely heĩp in advancing "socialixed nedicine", such a canpaign becoMS an essential 
part of CHICs agenda if at all posslble. On such a basỉs, poãsibly only 500 ▼oliaitear 
vorkers would be needed prior to the start of the requisite petition clrculatmg, ass jun>- 
that many more volunteers would be picked up during the caiapaỉgn. 

MECHANICS ơr THE INITIATIVE CAMPAIBX 

To put an initiative measure on the ballot requires a petition containing *he valld 
signaturès of registered voters equal to 8jC of the total Totas cast for Oovernor In »*“■ 
last previous election. To put it on the 1962 ballot requires Ii?0,ỉi6? slgnaturea, (In 
196ỈÌ, the next possible date, a much greater number vould probably be needed.) Allotíin* 
the normal numbẽr of disqualífications, about 500,000 to 600,000 signatures have to be 
obtalned. 

Such a carapaign preíerably should be started nt least 300 days prior to election say 
although it could be started later. (Ten days to allov for siaaaation of the proposal by 
the Attorney Oeneral; ninety days to circulate petỉtlons; twenty days for county clem -1 to 
▼alidate signatures; forty days to circulate suppleaentai petitions if needed; ten 'Iay*i f"r 
rinal check; corapleted petitions must be filed 130 days prior to election day.) s.nce 
petitions cán be circulated during the initial twenty day check period a nax. 
days are available to get signatures. 

There is no minimum time requlred to get the necessary signatures. One eeasure qi.al- 
ified for the ballot after petitions had been circulated for only thirty-two days. Xe- 
less to say, this took an enormous number of petition circulators, clerical vrorĩi^re, 
organixers, etc. Unless CHIC had a like number of volunteers it would be foolhardy to pu* 
off any longer than necessary. 

Utilixing the maxlmum time available an average of about uooo signatures a day la 
necessary. With an arerage of loOO petition circulators a day, each one could ge* their 
daily 10 signatures in an hour or so after work. To average that »any daily circulators 
a much larger total would be needed. A fair-sized clerical staff la neadad just to lnaert 
the precinct number for each signature on the petitlon. A snall staff of fuil-txiae 
organixer-coordinators is also essentlal, since petitlons nast be circulated by county 
though not all counties need to be represented. 

Obviously, all thls organixation and the pronotion and publlcity necessary tc get 
the measure passed wlll cost a lot of money, about all we can get. Since nont cf * na 
support for thỉs eampaign wlll probably not come froa tha wealthiaat sagaant of Via P'jp« 
ulation, we will have to adjust ourselves to a lean buclgat and asa avery aaana to fattãn 
lt. The success of the entĩre caapaign depends on the succesa of thla one aapact. 




cu THE AMENDHENT 


In order to change any portion of a ccnstltutional amendment enacted by popular vote, 
lt HQSt be voted on again, which can mean a delay of up to two years. Therẽfore, the draít 
aMncteent conaiata of Juat the bare eaaentials - a broad statemẽnt of baalc prlnciplea, 
anough power and acope glven to the propoaod State Health Service (SHS) to ailov lt to 
function properly, and rooiR for the Legialature to flll ln the necèaaary detalls by laus 
nhích can be changed nuch more easlly than the amendment itaeir. 

The goal of the SHS la not JuSt free 'Health care, but good free health care. other- 
nlse the SHS could become Juat a atate health Insurance agency nlthout curtalllng the 
•xlating evlla. Honever, ũhile períectlon ia deslrable, ĩt cannot be achleved iranedlately. 
Vie need the cooperatlon of the dóctora and hoapitala in order to proride any health care 
at all. Thereĩore, the SHS la aet up to functlon under preaent condltions and alaọ to 
evolve naturally tónard thla aought-after ldeal. 

By guaranteelng all neceaaary health care, the SHS assumes rinanclal responslbility 
for alĩ aubaequent medical bllle. Thua, «ven íf the doctora want to have nothlng to do 
nith the Service, their patlenta can send thelr bllla to SHS for payment. Thus ãuch bllls 
wlll be aelf-regũlatory to aoaie extent, alnce the SHS can more eaãlĩy argue overchargỉng 
ln court that the patlẽnt. 

Doctora nlahlng to cooperate mth the SHS can nork out other more practlcal Systems 
of reauneratlon than fee aedlcine and there vill be advantages in their dolng so. 

8y glvlng the people free cholce of practltioners and institutions, the SHS in effect 
granta dõctoră ataff privllegea at all hoápitals, limited only by technícal crlteria. 

The definltlon of "people" haa purpoaely left out the question of visitors frcm out 
of atate nho do not COM here for health carẽ. For the present these nould have to be 
excluded, but nhen the whole eountrỵ geta "aocialiaed medicine" such an exclusion would 

not be néceaaary. 

For the preaent, the SH3 nill íunction through exiating agencies by coordinating 
thelr actlvltiea. There la thua no nacessity for setcing up a huge buréaucracy and some 
of lt that preaently dupllcates actlvlty can probably be elir.ínated. 

The SHS la enponered to set up Its own Services and Tacilitles nhen existing ones 
ara lnadequate or exceaalvely expenslve. It can ilso aubsidiae medical education honever, 

nhereever and nhenevsr neceaaary. 

If the control of the SHS should r«st in an elective official, it could become a 
polltlcal íootball. If control rests in an appointive board, an antagonistic govemor 
could aabotage lt through hla appolntments. Some protection from these po35Ìbilltỉes ls 
afforded by comblnlng both ayatems. Much greater protection 1S provided by the emphasls 
on maximtan practical democratlc control and publlc partlclpation in the admlniatration of 
SHS. Thla nould be the only System of "sociáliíed medicine" in the norld that places 
auch atreaa on democratlc procẽssea. 

In order to prepare for the antlcipated extra heavy deraand in tne early States of 
SR5 operatlon (thla la the experlence of other C0’mtries), the contributlon will be 
collected for slx months before health care becomes avallãble under SHS. Probably the 
nomlnal chargea nill be much more numei*ous in the begínning for the same reason. 
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PINANCIAL CONSIDEBATIONS 


The SHS Contrỉbution is baaically an lncom tax coabined vith a severance tax. Tha 
severance tax ia a tax on the depletion of natural reaourcea aa they are removed froa( tha 
Earth. Oil, minerala, lunber, etc. vould be taxed on the baaia of the aiaount removed. 
Exactly what this tax would amount to ia dlfflcult to determine and would lnvolve consid- 
erable research as no severance taxea are preaently belng collected. Howevar, wa can astỉ- 
mate probable resources avallable as followsi

REASCNS F0R Him COST TODAY 

The greatest single factor In the excesslve coat today la the cut taken by Insurance 
companies for "admlniatrative coata". On group pollciea, tha sverage (1955-1959) enount 
of the total premium returned in beneflta la 75. 9%t but õn indlvldual pollclea tha average 
is only U(.6Í. In contrast, the Britiah National Health Service operataa on only 3E for 
admlnistratlon and the u. s. Soclal Securlty ayateia needa only ĩ%. 

A hldden factor, almost ỉnposalble to neaaure, la the extent to vhich preaent lnaur- 
ance encourages lncreased costs, alnce preaumably the lnaurer can afford a hlgher faa than 
the patlent can and will occaslónally pãy for care never even provldad, Another factor 
lmpoaslble to accurately determlne la the vaste due to unneceaaary dupllcatlon of equlp- 
ment ln hospltals and doctors’ offlcea, and general lack of planning and coordinatiõn. 
Another la the fact that fee medlclne ẽncou^agea the more expanaive renedial, rathar than 
preventlve medlclne. Moat Insurance pollciea pay only lf the patlent la hoapltallaed wlth 
the result that doctors frequently hoapltaĩlae thelr patlenta unnecessarlly in order to 
collect the Insurance, overĩoadlng hospltala .and lncurrlng unnecessary costs. Another la 
the unnecessarlly hlgh cost of drugs and the practlce of prescrỉblng by brand naiae.
